Objection to this Was made by the 
leading socialists present. They wanted 
the reported amended so that a com- 
mittee could be appointed to investigate 
the gources of income of the socialist 
party in the recent campaign. This 
amendment was desired because of an 
attack on Bugene V. Debs that ap- 
peared in the Federationist. An amend- 
ment to this was Offered to ask the 
socialists if they were responsible tor 
attacks made on the Federation of 
Labor in the socialist press. This 
emendment was adopted and precipi- 
tated a debate in which a number of 
cclegates took part, including Mr. Gom- 
pers.

Barnes objected. By this objection, the 
socialists. lost all they had gained and 
the convention promptly voted down 
their amendment and adopted the de- 
bated section.

New York, November 20.—For over 
five hours today John D. Rockefeller, 
witness for the defense in the govern- 
ment suit to dissolve the Standard Ow 
Company, faced an unceasing fire of 
questions the federal counsel, 
Frank \B.

The enormous earning power of 
oil combination was sharply brought out 
in today’s hearing when Mr. Rockefel- 
ler, after stating that the Standard had 
paid dividends amounting to $40,000,- 
000 in 1907, said it had earned as muoh 
more, and that thls was added to the 
company’s surplus, which was stated 
by the government counsel] to be $300,- 
000,000. It was further stated by Mr. 
Kellogg that the company, within the 
last eight years, had earned over haif 


@ billion dollars. 

The rapid-fire interrogations 
prosecutor were always met 
shaken impertirbability and readiness to 
answer, except when, as Mr. Roolkfei- 
ler explained, ‘it is quite impossible 
for me to remember after thirty-five 
years. I do not recall.” 

Mr. Rockefeller was questioned ciosely 
regarding rebates which the Standard 
was changed with receiving, but, with 
the exception of the agreement with the 
Pennsylvania railroad, which Mr, Rocke- 
feller explained, gave the Standard a 
rebate because it effected an equal!za- 
tion of of] shipments, Mr. Rockefeller 
could not recall any other _ rebates, 
though he thought it wae likely that 
he might have heard of it at the time. 

Prosperous From Start. 


“You have been prosperous since the 
beginning?’ asked Mr. Kellogg of Mr. 
Rockefeller, when the latter resumed 
his testimony. 

“Yes.”’ 

He was asked about the trust agree- 
ment of 1882,.and whether the trust 
certificates did not show a value of 
$70,000,000, and that the stock? held 
under the agreement had an actual 
value of $65,710,698. Mr. Rockefeller 
said he believed those figures were cor- 
rect. 

‘Phe record shows that up to 1906 the 
net earnings of the company were 
$551,922,904. What was the dividend in 
1907 ?’’ 

“I shouid say about 40 per cent.”

A ONE-SIDED TARIFF HEARING! 


It is a significant and somewhat remarkable fact that in all the dis- 
cussion of republican tariff revision, so far as it has proceeded before the 
house committee, now in session in Washington, there has been a startling 
absence of request for revision downward. 

The whole burden of the demand upon the committee, with the single 
notable exception of that of Claus Spreckels, one of the sugar barons, who 
for reasons of his own has urged that the duty be taken off sugar, has been 
for increased tariff charges.

The rice growers, the tobacco, sugar and fruit growers of the south are, 
no doubt, just as anxious to get a good, stiff price for their! products as 
are the manufacturers of the north, who are financially obese as the result 
of protection. -

“SETTLES SUT 


Former Convicts Get $4,500 
from Lessee Company, 


$2,400 GIVEN J. S. COCHRAN 


R. A. Keith Receives $1,200, J. A. 
“ Milam $460 and H. Roark 8450. 
Keith Has Two Cases Still 
Pending Against Other 
Conviet Lessees. 


The end came yesterday to the suits 
filed by four former convicts against 
the Durham’ Coal and Coke Company, 
in. which it was charged that the pris- 
oners were overworked, given poor food 
and that the wardens were paid by the 
lessees as well as by the state, when 
the attorneys for the plaintiffs ang the 
defendant reached a settlement. 

By the terms of this agreement R. A. 
Keith, who figured prominently in the 
exposures of the convict lease system 
before the sessions of the legislative 
investigating committee, resulting in 
the death of the old system, receives 
$1,200; J. S&S. Cochran, another witness 
before the investigating committee, 
$2,400; J. A. Milam, $450, and H. Roark, 


$450. 

These settlements grew out of suits 
filed last year by Burton Smith, of At- 
lanta, and J. KE. Rosser, of Lafayette, 
attorneys for the former prisoners 
named above. 

It was chargeq in that petition that 
the defendant coal and. coke company, 
which was a lessee of state convicts, 
had not lived up to the requirements of 
the prison commission and to their con- 
tract with the state; that the convicts 
had been worked over hours, and that 
the food was insufficient and- of poor 
quality. A number of other charges 
were made, Cochran claiming that his 
leg was broken through the fault of 
the company, and that rheumatism had 
resulted from being worked in water. 

On the stand Burton Smith drew from 
the warden of the camp the admission, 
a startling one at that time, that he 
was being paid by the lessees as well 
as by the state. This was the first 
time that such a statement had ever 
been seeured in a court, ang it played 
an important part in the history of the 
convict agitation. The result of the 
trial was that Keith was given a ver- 
dict of $2,000 last February. 

It was agreed at the time that the 
case of Keith shoula be made a test 
of the merits of the claims of the pris- 
oners and’ for this reason none of the 
other cases have ever been tried in 
court. 

The fundamental grounds on which 
this verdict was secured was the evi- 
dence that the wardens were being paid 
by the lessees, the jury holding that 
under such a-system the convicts were 
not guaranteed the protection they 
should have. 

Keith has two-ether suits pending, 
one against Gv Vi Gress & Company 
and the other against the Parrott Lum- 
ber Company.
